■onnesK of despotism, — that haas«ldom been 
'quailed in any country, and could hardly 
)e excuaed in an age of barbariam. . 

Not content with subjecting the body and 
-xaciiiig iu labour witboul reward, — the 
otystem of AaMricaa alavary aeeks to cruith 
he intellect, — to shut out the heaais of 
nowledgv fioin the darkened maid, — and 
0 repress all tbe nobler ioatinctaof the loul. 
Hie wickedneM of tbia ayatem ia Ibua bap- 
H-ily illuatrated in an eloqaaot speech of 
iorace llann, "Twenty yean a^'o a siiarp 
sensation laa tbram^ tba.aama of tbe civ- 
liaed world, at Iba albry of a yoong man 
named Caspor Hauaer, found in the city of 
Nuremburg in Bavana. Though IK or 17 
years old he could not walk nor talk. He 
!ieard withoot nndei standing, he saw with- 
out perceivin<:. he moved witbuul definite 
purpose. It was tbe soal af Ml' iafcat in 
he body of an adutu 

**After ha had learned la apeai ba rehtrd 
diat from his earliest recollei tiori, he hat! 
always been kept ia a bolaao auall tbathe 
caald not alMlni aat Mi liaifta, wbava he 
saw no light, he^rd no sound, nor even wit 
nesaad tbe face of tbe attendant aho brought 
him bii aaaacf fcad. For many yrara eon- 
clotures were rife concerning his history, 
and ail Germany was searched to discover 
bis orifin. 

"Aner a long period of fruitlem inquiry 
and speculation, public opinion aettleddown 
into tbe belief that he was the victim of 
aaa» (Mat aaaabaal criate; that be waa 
tbalMN^ «Maa Oataa. abd bad baaa aa. 
questered by ambition, or the inheritor of 
vaat wealth, and bad been hidden away by 
cupidity; or the offtpring of criminal in> 
dulgerKC, and hsd been (luricd alive to avoid 
ejtpoiitfe and shame. A German, \ on 
F^aarbacb, publitbed an account of Caa- 
per, entitled "The fiampta af a ciiaM on 
Uie life of tite aoul." 

But why go to Lurope to be thrilled wiiii 
the pathos ot a buaun baiaf abrouded from 
ihe light of nature and cut off from a 
knowledge of duty and of God? To-day, 
ia tbia boaatad land of li^l and liberty, 
tbereara tbrea auUian Uapar Haaar'a; 
and ■» if U>is were not t nough it Ik ptopoa. 
ed to multiply their number tenfold, and lo 
fill up all the waaam world with tbeae 
proofs of human avariaa aad gailt. 

We justly esteaiB laligbiaB libarty one 
af Iba highest privileges of ajaiio.ial and 
Mapoaaibls bais^ aad Mt baaar iba mem- 
ory of tba?a pure aadaaMaawiikf «haaa 
sufferings and martyrdom thi*; precis ls rieht 
hte beenaacarad. Wbataball we tay tbsc 
ol that ayiMii ^ Aa«v aMA«fc» IhaM 
millions of immortal souls of this nestim- 
able privily; which prohibits them from 
learning to read the Mcred volume, which 
forbi " their assembling for Divine worship 
without the presence of a white penon, and 
which empowers the masters to dictate tbeii 
mode of worahip, and avan to cot Ibem off 
from religioas comawmhw. Ia It poHibie 
that a system like tbia, which robs man of 
hie daaraat rigbi^ dwaria bta intallect, de 
gradea bia aaiai aatara. aad iaMagea hU 
religious liberty, can long be sanctioned or 
even tolerated by aaikhliined ouads pro^ 
(iaHog tbe benign n^fciar Jtn»€biiit?

At the same time the number oi free 
w lite inah's o\«r 20 years of age was up- 
wiida of ( ne hundred and aizty-KHir thous- 
drid, abov'iag that only 87 per cant ware 
■diiveboMaM, aad 78 par earn aoa-tlave- 
hcildcrs. It is evident that noarly ihree- 
fourtha of iboaa who ought to enjoy the 
elective ifnaebbaia VlrgfaiaaiaaDa-flave- 
hcilders. In Maryland lh<i proportion of 
ilavehoiders ia, by the same data, nbuuc 
ore-ninth, and in Kentucky one^venth of 
the white males over 20 years of age 
Now, when we reflect that the slaves are 
held in subjection by the strong arm (T the 
law. and that they coaid not be bald ■ siu 
gl : hour without the aid of the non-alave- 
hclders. who may bv said to !>Land as a 
guard to enforce ttieir obednace, wa aee at 
oecw w aeavy Taapsaaraany whi oavoivea 
on these. When we consider, mineover, 
thiit the invariable effect of slavery is to 
legntde labor, peralise industry, obatruei 
education, reduce the value of real estate, 
dnd retard commerce and manufactures; it 
miist be apparent to every one that the non- 
abatboldafa in slave Statea are aoMainlng 
an immenae injury from this ruinous aya- 
tein. In the strong language of John Ran- 
dolpli, almry waa 4^^Cd if a caacar on 
tba boa af lha kady faWiBi wtatdi dHtioy* 
ed itti beauty and threatened iu destruction. 

Lttaving out of view the inbuaumity and 
njuatice of slavery, ia it raaaonaMe or right 
ihnt three-fourtha or seven eighlha of the 
whihi population should suffer the evils ii 
nflicta upon a rniwnni^ in order that a 
ew may aqoy an exemption fiaai labor, 
thru is alike injurious to themsa l vM and 
th<'ir country. 

In my view tba non-tlaval>Blder taho 
qiiiefloaa ia tbia ataM of ibia^ ia lass as. 
cuuislc than the owner of sUves, bocause 
he ^an have no reasonable motive for bis 
apatliy. If he lovei kia abildraa ar bis 
country, let him nroiise himself from thio 
-tite of inaction, and make use of proper 
and jodicious meann lo remove an incubus 
ihtit deatroys the energies of the people.— 
It is not my purpose in this treatise to aug. 
f»it any plan for the e \ tensioti of slavery, 
bat 1 aaa paaaaaM tba diftoaUiaa will 
vairisb wbaa Ma aaaM la laak ibam siaadi.

aeqaence of the labor of slaves, with iia 
uaaal accom|<i>nim«ots— if further, aa you 
will aot deny, ibe inioaaca of alavery has 
been wilb n^ ea everywhere alsa, to bring 
down the reepectabiUiy, and to diminish (he 
amount of labor by white men — and if 
still tivther. aa you will also admit, the pre. 
scnce of slavery has tended year by year, 
to renoove from tbe Sute many of our most 
uaeful citiaeoa, working-nvin of fine char- 
acter, each one of them worth more to the 
country on tbe single ground of Ins prodec- 
tive industry, than ever so many slave*— 
why tbaa, even thoagh the slaves were 
wartb three Milliena annoally, it may still 
be true, and doubtless is, that the aggregate 
of our wealth is di minified, and the vigor of 
our pr osp e r i ty weakened by their presence. 
Aoi this, withoot taking into the account 
the number of valuable working-men — who 
increase the wealth of the StoM by their 
toil — aad of psrseaa bavtag aaooey to esa- 
plcy in aetive basiness, or invast in prodec- 
tive properly — who have bstin turned awny 
from us by our slavea. You will not deny 
y of badi these danm have mU 
elsewhere, who wou!;1 have come to Ken- 
tucky but for our slaves — aiMl you see how 
the loss of them, being due to alavery, is 
to be charged agaiast iu mdaa to ibe Com- 
monweehfa. 

You seek an illuatration of the paB^pvi- 
ty of Kaataeky, as «*« t« — and sa argemMU 
againal eamaerpaiioa, and in favor af sla- 
very — in the extreme poverty of so many 
persoiui in llie free Staiea, aad our axMup 
tioa from suck a same. My baert awella 
with joy, like your own, gentlemen, at the 
mention of anything that ahows tbe proa- 
Mrily, or lenda to tbe honor of Kentucky. 
Bat aa faalma however gsassoes, most be 
aaraatlsd to bliad ear eyes, on a sabject 
like this. Let us examine what you say —
